Immediately after the robbery, in 
which $20.50 was taken, Detective 
Sergt.

They saw two men, 
one with a handkerchief over his 
face, run from the station to a 
coupe in which a third man was 
waiting on Tholozan avenue. 
Fleeing Car Hits Curb. 

The detectives followed the coupe 
eastward on Tholozan and White 
fired five shots. At Morganford 
road, the coupe ran into the curbing 
when the driver tried to make a 
fast turn, causing the right door to 
open and dumping the two passen- 
gers onto the sidewalk. 

The driver immediately continued 
northward on Morganford, while 
the other two ran across some va- 
cant lots to the yards of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad.

Will Be Held at Home, 
4487 Lindell, Where 
Former Democratic Com- 
mitteeman Died at 76. 


The funeral of Edward F. Goltra, 


steel manufacturer and former 
member of the Democratic National 
Committee, will be held at 10 
o'clock tomorrow morning at his 
home, 4487 Lindell boulevard, where 
he died yesterday of heart disease, 
aged 76 years. Burial will be in 
Jacksonville, Il. 

His will, leaving his entire es- 
tate in equal shares to his wife, 
Mrs. Kate B. Goltra, and their two 
sons, E. Field Goltra Jr. and Wil- 
liam B. Goltra, was filed in Pro- 
bate Court this afternoon. It was 
made March 24, nine days before 
his death. The value of the estate 
was not indicated: Mrs. Goltra 
and Field Goltra were named as 
executors, 

Mr. Goltra was a native of Jack- 
sonville, and knew William Jen- 
nings Bryan when Bryan was a stu- 
dent at Illinois College there. He 
himself, however, took his college 
course at Princeton, being graduat- 
ed in the class of 1887. He began 
the study of law in a Chicago law 
office, but became interested in 
manufacture of steel car springs, 
and in the basic process of steel 
making. He engaged in several steel 
ventures in the St. Louis industrial 
district, and was associated with 
Thomas Howard and J. H. Steed- 
man, and later with Rolia Wells. 

Promoted Steel Foundry. 

He promoted organization of the 
American Steel Foundry Co. in 1893- 
94, a period of severe business de- 
pression, and was associated with 
Wells and others in developing the 
company into a $40,000,000 corpora- 
tion, with a plant in Granite City 
employing 2700 men. He was in- 
terested also in the Sligo Furnace 
Co., operating in the Missouri iron 
belt. 

He sold most of his steel inter- 
ests, receiving cash for his hold- 
ings, before he became active in 
politics. Thereafter, with a for- 
tune estimated at several millions, 
and a private car at his disposal, 
he undertook tasks of money-rais- 
ing, and himself served as financial 
“angel,” in several city and egtate 
campaigns. 

He was alected to the Democratic 
National Committee in 1911, to suc- 
ceed Moses C. Wetmore, deceased. 
He favored the nomination of 
Woodrow Wilson in 1912, but after 
the Missouri delegation to the Bal- 
timore convention was pledged to 
Champ Clark, he supported Clark 
in the contest for the nomination. 
He served on the committee 
through the two Wilson adminis- 
trations and until 1924. At the San 
Francisco convention of 1920, he

400,000 workers would be dropped 
today if Congress failed to vote 
money for their continued employ- 
ment. This order was modified 
Saturday to provide for the dis- 
charge of 200,000. The reduction in 
Missouri is to be 8000, to 91,880. 

Greathouse said most of the work- 
ers discharged would be taken from 
overcrowded projects such as the 
River des Peres improvement, where 
3647 are at work, city street repair, 
in which 2612 are employed, and 
improvement of Jefferson Barracks, 
where 2472 are working. 

Other jobs on which the num- 
ber of workers will be reduced are 
county highway improvements, 
work on city parks and »play- 
grounds and the operation of six 
quarries supplying building mate- 
rials for all projects, Greathouse 
said. Minor reductions will also be 
made on other undertakings, he 
added. 

Greathouse told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the decisions as to who 
is to be dismissed and who re- 
tained would be made by super 
visors and timekeepers. Efficiency 
on the job will be the sole factor 
controlling the decisions, the di- 
rector said.

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SUPREME COURT RULES 
FOR UTILITIES ON TA 


Holds They May Make Deduc- 
tions for Subsidiaries’ Bond- 
Issuing Expenses. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
against the Federal Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue in a® contro- 
versy with the Metropolitan Edison 


Co., the Pennsylvania Water & 
Power Co., and the General Gas & 
Electric Corporation ovVer their 
right to make income tax deduc- 
tions for expenses incurred by 
Pennsylvania subsidiaries in issu- 
ing bonds. 

Justice Roberts delivered the de- 
cision. No dissent was announced. 

Previously the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at Philadelphia had ruled 
in favor of the Metropolitan Edison 
and Pennsylvania Water & Power 
companies. In the General Gas 
case, the United States Circuit Court 
at New York had decvided for the 
Government, 

Miss Helen ®. Carloss, special as- 
sistant to the United States Attor- 
ney-General, told the Supreme 
Court that the question involved in 
all three cases was “whether a 
Pennsylvania corporation which re- 
deems at a premium, before matur- 
ity, bonds issued at a discount by a 
Pennsylvania subsidiary whose as- 
sets the parent has acquired and 
whose liabilities it has agreed to 
assume, may deduct the unamor- 
tized discount and expenses in- 
curred by the subsidiary in issuing 
the bonds.” 

Tax deficiencies upheld by the 
Board of Tax Appeals against the 
companies were: Metropolitan Ed- 
ison, $100,277 for 1927 and 1928; 
Pennsylvania Water & Power, $16,- 
575 for 1928; General Gas, $3189 for 
1926 and 1927. 

The court agreed today to decide 
the question of the validity of legis- 
lation imposing a Federal income 
tax on the salary received by a 
Federal Judge. 

The Government appealed from a 
decision of the Federal Court for 
the Nebraska District holding un- 
constitutional an attempt to tax the 
$12,500 salary received in 1936 by 
Joseph W. Woodrough of Omaha, a 
Judge of the Eighth Circuit Court 
of Appeals, 

A 1936 statute authorizes Federal 
income taxation against the sal- 
aries of Federal Judges who took 
office after June 6, 1932. The Con- 
stitution provides that salaries of 
United States Judges shall not be 
diminished during their terms of 
office. 

The’ court decided last Monday 
that State and Federal governments 
may levy an income tax on salaries 
of each other’s employes, 

The court adjourned today until 
April 17.

Committee engineers estimated 
that the agency’s power income, 
when 10 dams are completed, would 
be $22,925,000 annually, with a profit 
of $2,822,000 that might be in- 
creased.

BOSTON, April 3 (AP).—Thanks 
to sharpshooting Mel Hill, the Bos- 
ton Bruins are in the Stanley Cup 
hockey finals for the first time in 
nine years and the fourth time in 
their existence.

WASHINGTON, April 32. 
NCE there were on the Su- 


preme Court, so it was said, 
Nine Old Men who were acting 
as a brake on the wheels of prog- 
ress. Whether or not that was true 


—and it never was true in the in- 
vidious sense intended—there are 
now on the court, dominating it, 
six (soon to be seven) Youngish 
Men who not only are no brake on 
progress, but are very likely to be 
found greasing the wheels. The oth-' 
er two, of course, are Justices Mc- 
Reynolds and Butler. 

In the matter of ending income 
tax immunities, for current exam- 
pie, the court is out ahead of Con- 
gress. It has been there for a con- 
siderable time. In two or three de- 
cisions narrowing the field of ex- 
emptions, it virtually invited Con- 
gress to put up to it a statute that 
would wipe out the income-tax ex- 
emptions on Government salaries 
and the revenue from public bonds. 
It showed itself—as many observ-

Boycotts vs. Isolation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T would tax the wisdom of Solomon 

to determine our course in view of 
continued acts of aggrandizement by to- 
talitarian states. Statements and notes 
may be advisable or necessary to keep 
the record straight, but have no other 
significance unless followed by appro- 
priate action. It is not necessary to 
write a note merely to say that we are 
too proud to fight. That is taken for 
granted by dictatorships as a condition of 
weakness rendering us impotent in any 
clash of interests. 

Attempted imposition of economic sanc- 
tions or boycotts brings friction and end- 
less complications, and is usually a 
prelude to armed conflict. Experience 
has shown the difficulties and unsatisfac- 
tory and inconclusive results of formal al- 
liances with European Powers for con- 
certed joint operations. : 

The remaining alternative is to main- 
tain our existing policy of isolation, re- 
lying upon two oceans and two democ- 
racies to slow up or retard offensive 
movements until we can prepare an ef- 
fective defense. This means at least 
temporary loss of important trade out- 
lets, and a continued submission to in- 
sults and discrimination. 

Heretofore we have trusted to provi- 
dence, which has never failed to halt 
the too-ambitious schemes of mere men. 
Belatedly we are also inclined to keep 
our powder dry, as something more than 
wishful wishing may yet be required of 
us, What a sad commentary on our 
boasted civilization that men are unable 
intelligently to manage and control the 
wonderful instrumentalities which educa- 
tion and scientific research have made 
available.

A LISTLESS CAMPAIGN. 

The aldermanic campaign which comes to a close 
tomorrow is the most listless political performance 
the City of St. Louis has seen in many years. Al- 
though there is sad need for a vigorous opposition 
to the dominant machine, the Republicans have shown 
little aptitude in capitalizing the errors of omission 
and commission chargeable to Mayor Dickmann and 
the solidly Democratic Board of Aldermen. 

With many psychological faetors in their favor, the 
real leaders of the Republican party in St. Louis have 
chosen to hold back and leave the task of carrying 
on the campaign to men who, for the most part, 
are relatively unseasoned and unknown. The expla- 
nation of why this is true does the local Republican 
organization no credit. The story is that the party 
chieftains canvassed the business men and the bank- 
ers and, failing to receive encouragement, decided to 
hold the big ammunition in reserve for 1940, 

Thus, it is not unlikely that the city will go for 
another two years without a minority group to serve 
as a balance wheel in the Board of Aldermen. While 
this lack is traceable in the immediate sense to the 
ineffectiveness of the Republican party in city poli- 
tics, it is due in a larger sense to the peculiar pro- 
vision of the City Charter which operates to prevent 
minority representation. 

For approximately 30 years, we have had the law 
under which the whole city votes on each aldermanic 
position. Usually one party sweeps the whole ticket. 
If it is able to make a clean sweep in two succes- 
sive elections, it has the whole Board of Aldermen. 
Revision of the law so as to provide for the presence 
of a critical minority is clearly needed. This could 
be effected by a return to the plan of having Al- 
dermen elected from specific wards. 

When the law was changed to provide for the choice 
of all Aldermen by a city-wide vote, the purpose was 
to minimize the influence of the ward bosses. But 
this result has not been achieved, partly because of 
the retention of the provision that each Alderman 
must be a resident of the ward he represents, but 
chiefly because the ward committeeman names the 
candidate in each ward. The change in the law has 
had the effect of destroying minority representation 
without seriously weakening the influence of the 
ward bosses. 

A total vote of only about 150,000 is predicted to- 
morréw, compared with a vote of nearly 400,000 cast 
in the city in the last presidential election. This 
amounts, one might almost say, to municipal gov- 
ernment by default, but it is in line with what 
one would expect at the end of a campaign which has 
been pitched largely on personalities rather than 
issues and which has been devoid of strong candi- 
dates to command public interest. 
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It looked like a sweet set-up at the time, but the 
O’Malley compromise is now a $447,000 fire and get- 
ting hotter every minute. 
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SUPPORT THE GOVERNOR! 

Goy. Stark’s radio speech yesterday must have 
impressed listeners with the earnestness and high 
purpose of the campaign to rid Missouri of a cor- 
rupt political machine. The Governor’s appeal for 
popular support of his bill to remove control of Kan- 
sas City police from Boss Pendergast deserves vigor- 
ous response. The machine’s power in the Legislature 
is great and can be overcome only by making it clear 
to the Senators and Representatives that this move 
for law and order commands overwhelming public 
approval. 

When the Governor crossed swords with the boss 
last summer, in his effort to prevent Pendergast from 
placing a Judge of his own selection on the Supreme 
Court to replace Judge Douglas, he won a magnifi- 
cent victory. But that was merely @ skirmish in the 
war against Pendergastism, which is now in its vital 
stage.

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SMALL REQUESTS FOR A GOOD CAUSE. 

Struggling young libraries in three St. Louis sub- 
urbs are taking their cases to the voters tomorrow. 

Mayor Fogerty of University City is sponsoring a 
proposal to divert 2 cents of the present levy of 10 
cents on the $100 valuation collected for parks and 
apply it to the maintenance of the new Public Li- 
brary. 

In Richmond Heights, the Board of Trustees of 
the Public Library is supporting the proposal to raise 
the library tax from 3 cents to 5 cents on the $100 
valuation. This would raise this library’s annual 
revenue by about $2400—a small increase in view 
of the remarkable growth, both in books and circula- 
tion, which it has enjoyed in the past two years. 

In Brentwood, the proposal is to levy 2 cents on 
the $100 valuation to support a library which so far 
has existed by grace of voluntary contributions and a 
staff lent by the WPA. 

A year ago, the voters of Maplewood, by a ma- 
jority of 4 to 1, approved for their library a tax in- 
crease higher than any of the three to be voted on to- 
morrow. The citizens of University City, Richmond 
Heights and Brentwood, we trust, are not likely to 
prove any less eager to make a primary means of 
cultural enjoyment and improvement available in 
their communities. 
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Publisher Frank Gannett would like to see the

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LOUD SPEAKERS AND PUSH-BUTTONS. 

Members of the Missouri House have authorized 
expenditure of $125,000 for individual public address 
equipment at each of the 150 desks and for an elec- 
tric roll call system. On the day after the authoriza- 
tion, the legislators got around to an executive 
session on disorder and noise that had been drown- 
ing out even the most vociferous orators. It was de- 
cided to bar all lobbyists from the floor—regardless 
of electric clocks and other trinkets they might be 
carrying to hand out with wondrous words of wisdom 
on bills to pass and bills to kill.

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A PERMANENT EMERGENCY TAX. 

A bill extending the State sales tax for two years, 
or until Dec. 31, 1941, has passed the House. It is 
a foregone conclusion the Senate will pass it, and 
the Governor sign it. Thus it is that this meanest of 
all taxes, which was first levied with official apolo- 
gies as an emergency measure, has become a perma- 
nent fixture in Missouri's governmental policy. 

It was the Legislature of 1933 that started Mis- 
souri on the sales tax road. The beginning was 
modest—a half-cent on the dollar, which business 
was asked to absorb. Two years later, in 1935, the 
Legislature raised the rate to a cent, and the tax 
was passed on to the public. In 1937 the rate was 
again raised, this time to 2 cents. Now it is to 
have an additional two-year lease of life. By all the 
facts and omens, it is here to stay. The plea of 
emergency is no longer offered. 

Everybody knows, of course, that the State’s com- 
mitments and obligations have mounted to dizzy 
heights. The necessity for larger revenue is a press- 
ing condition. From that viewpoint it may be argued 
that neither the Legislature nor the administration 
is obliged to cry emergency or to justify the action 
which circumstances have made compulsory. Byt 
when everything has been said for it, the sales 
tax is a cruelly unfair tax, and it cannot be justified 
until everybody officially responsible for it has done 
everything in his power to repeal this tax or re- 
duce it to its irreducible minimum. 

What has the Legislature done, or the administra- 
tion, to lift this burden from the shoulders of the 
poor? How much thought or effort has the ad- 
ministration or the Legislature given to the task of 
cutting expenses and effecting economies? What 
has been done to make intangibles pay their just tax 
—properties now tax-exempt by conventional perjury 
and official apathy? How much intellectual sweat 
has been put into the study ofthe State income tax 
and other phases of the tax structure, with a view 
to assessing taxes on ability to pay? How can the 
Legislature defend its surrender to the school lobby, 
giving one-third of the sales tax proceeds to educa- 
tion, although the tax was originally justified as 
being applicable to the human distress caused by 
the depression? 

The Legislature can say nothing, the administra- 
tion can say nothing, Gov. Stark can say nothing. 
The people of Missouri who are able to pay a higher 
income tax, and most of whom are strong for the 
sales tax—can say nothing. 

So this desperately unfair tax, based as it is on 
the shocking theory of incapacity to pay, and in- 
ability to protest, continues to be collected. 
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WHERE DELAY IS DANGEROUS. 

Predictions from Washington that the cash-and- 
carry clause of the Neutrality Act will be allowed to 
expire May 1, without enactment of a substitute, have 
an ominous sound. Should war break out abroad 
while such a status prevails, the result would be 
highly dangerous to the nation’s interests. Because 
of the Neutrality Act’s existing restrictions, the Unit- 
ed States could not sell arms or munitions to friendly 
Powers. But, after lapse of the cash-and-carry clause, 
exporters would be free to send other materials in 
American ships, thus duplicating one of the causes 
for our involvement in the World War. If revision 
of the act is postponed until after war begins, any 
changes would be regarded as an unfriendly act by 
one or more of the belligerents. 

The time before May 1 is growing short. But 
surely Congress can debate the matter freely and still 
take action that will free the country from the peril- 
ous strait jacket now imposed by the Neutrality Act. 
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“We are thinking by decades,” shouts Mussolini. 
Would that mean a 10-strike? 
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A NON-TYPICAL 13-YEAR-OLD. 

That $1000 prize is doubtless well deserved by 13- 
year-old Karl McCready from down around Louisville, 
but the judges made a strange error in selecting him 
from among 25,000 entrants as “typical American 
boy of 1939.” For Karl gets up at 5 o'clock every 
morning, feeds the cows, then bicycles seven miles 
to school. How typical is that in 1939? 

The typical 13-year-old doesn’t get up; He is pulled 
out of bed by a monitory parent, or dislodged by 
stern warnings from downstairs. These admonitions 
take effect, certainly not at 5 a. m., but somewhere 
around 8:30. Then come the prolonged ordeals of 
washing and combing, of dressing, of breakfast, punc- 
tuated by such indignant remarks as “Well, cantcha 
see I’m hurryin’ as fast as I can?” and “Mom, I can’t 
find my cap anywhere.” Finally assembled, Mr. 
Typical Boy feeds no cows and cycles no seven miles, 
but rushes from his front door and makes the few 
blocks to sthool with seconds to spare before the 
final bell. 

The judges in this’ contest ought to have a 
prize themselves for discovering a boy who follows 
the pioneer tradition of early rising, energy and alert- 
ness. Karl can keep his $1000 award, but the cita- 
tion should be changed to read “exceptional Ameri- 
can boy of 1939.” 
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Maybe there isn’t a crime wave, as the grand jury 
reports, but what about the grime wave? 
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A CHALLENGE TO ALL PEACE OFFICERS. 

Attorney-General Frank Murphy told the gradu- 
ating class of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
National Police Academy it was up to them to an- 
swer totalitarian nations’ charges that democracies 
are unable to suppress crime and preserve internal 
order. Adding that crime in this country is an 
“enormous problem,” Murphy said it must be checked 
“without sacrificing a single one of the liberties that 
make us a democracy.” 

The new Attorney-General certainly knew whereof 
he spoke, since it was but a few days before his ad- 
dress that the crumbling Pendergast gang sent its 
emissaries to Washington in a vain attempt to stop 
Federal co-operation with Gov. Stark’s campaign to 
clean up Kansas City. And under gang rule in 
Kansas City, the liberties of democracy have been 
suppressed at the polls by the police that should 
have upheld them. The Nazi press, in playing up 
crime in the United States, could pick no better 
example than Kansas City.

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What Became of the Sharecroppers? 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Only a few of Missouri's evicted farmers have been taken back on 
plantations, says writer in first-hand report; majority huddle in 
tents in swamp country or camp in “‘cell-rooms” in towns; relief 
officials ignore their pleas or tantalize them with rare food orders.

OW that the publicity and excitement 
N over the sharecropper demonstrations in 

Southeast Missouri is apparently over, 
and the highway immaculately clean of 
their ragged household goods and their 
makeshift fires, and now that a “public 
health menace” is safely removed, it is in- 
teresting to discover what became of the 
hundreds of families that brought the whole 
sharecropping problem into the hard blaze 
of investigation and public light. 

Ask almost any local business man, town 
worker or chance acquaintance in the South- 
ern counties what became of the people. 

“Well, I really don’t know,” they'll say. “T 
reckon they just went back where they came 
from.” Sometimes they add—‘“‘And what I 
don’t understand is why they’d want to go 
and do a thing like that in the first place.” 

“Back where they came from” is a pretty 
broad statement. Some families did go back. 
But not most of them, The majority are liv- 
ing like refugees in a hostile country—scat- 
tered in small, hungry camps around 
Charleston, New Madrid, Wyatt and Dorena, 
in a backwater swamp along the river. 

Thirty families live in tents around a 
country church on the highway. Tents with 
room for two beds and a stove and nothing 
more, and the church is filled with make- 
shift bedding piled on boards and springs 
between the pews. In the raw spring air 
and the cold mud, the families cook on 
stoves outside the tents, with windbreaks 
of sacking tied to poles. They eat a little 
salt pork, beans and bread. Oatmeal for 
the children, but hardly ever milk. 

“Some men brought us milk once, but 
then he heard about some of us gettin’ a 
grant check, and it seems like ever since 
folks thinks we are taken care of all right.” 

+ « * 


Worse almost than the actual physical dis- 
comfort, the hunger and the crowded tents, 
is the alternate hope and disappointment of 
help, either from local relief or Government 
assistancee “Seems like they is just playing 
with us. Every day somebody goes down to* 
the postoffice. ... Every day somebody goes 
down to the relief office. Nuthin’ there. 
Come back tomorrow. Come back next 
week... .” 

At Dorena, the local relief administrator 
came down to the camp in the backwater, 
where 100 sharecroppers live in tents along 
the levee, within a few feet of the muddy 
swamp, and told them plainly and distinctly: 
“You belong to the union and there’s no use 
of your coming to us for help.” Then a 
check dribbles through to some one family 
$8 for 11 people, $2 for a couple, for the 
month .,.and hope springs up again. 

The relief office tells them, “You'll get 
grant checks,” and the Government office 
mutters “about time to investigate.” | 

Weeks of this cat-and-mouse game, and 
still the people hope. “Tell Rev. Whitfield 
we're stickin’ by. Tell him to pray for us— 
but we got to have help soon.” Those who 
have a little food share it with the families 
who have nothing. Two boys who went rab- 
bit hunting were arrested for not having a 
license. Women picking wild salad—dan- 
delion and mustard greens—were turn 
the land for trespassing. Along the levee 
they are sick with stomach trouble from the 
river water. 

For people who spend their days waiting, 
hoping, scraping around for food and fuel, 
living 13 persons in a single tent, constantly

patience and unbroken morale is amazing. 
If violence comes, it will come from plant- 
ers and townspeople, and the families they 
have tried to break up, put out of sight 
and harass will be the victims, not the insti- 
gators, of this violence. 

“I ought to be out gettin’ a garden,” one 
woman said, “Gettin’ the field ready. Rais- 
in’ little chickens. I sure would like to have 
a home again. My daddy’s blind. If I had 
a home he could stay with me awhile ‘stead 
of at my sister’s. It’s hard waitin’.” 

But there are worse places than the coun- 
try camps. Worse even than the condition 
of those families thrown into empty shacks 
by the State police, and under constant 
threat of another eviction by their unwilling 
landlords, One man came to the Sweethome 
Church camp, already overcrowded, and 
asked for admission. The State Patrol had 
put him in a shack on some planter’s land, 
and the planter wanted him to get out. “ “The 
law put me here,’ I tole him, and he said, 
‘Hell—away with the law! Ill show you 
who's the law!’” And as a final irony, 17 
families put in shacks by the State Patrol 
received subpenas to appear in court for 
“trespassing.” 

. « 

But inconceivably worse than these open 
camps is the condition of families thrown 
back into Charleston itself. A visit to the 
abandoned dance hall where more than 14 
families have been living since the demon- 
stration is like a nightmare. Each family 
has a room smaller than a prison cell, some 
so dark that even in the day an oil lamp 
is the only light. A bed and stove fill the 
space completely. No ventilation, One fam- 
ily cooks over a tub filled with charcoal. 
Four people live together in a space hardly 
big enough for a dog to turn around in. The 
heat and dirt and sickness are inevitable. 

The local relief office is deaf to these peo- 
ple, doling out just enough to keep them 
hoping. No one from the office has ever 
visited this place, has ever seen the black 
rooms lighted only by the fire in the stove, 
with pregnant women, babies, little children, 
hungry men huddled in darkness, with noth- 
ing to do—but hope. 

Warehouses with food, idle land, a country 
richer than any in the world, and in a cell 
room, stifling with heat from a wood stove, 
five sharecroppers sat on a broken bed and 
read a postcard by the light of fire from the 
stove. “Please come down to the office to- 
morrow,” the postcard said, “and we will 
give you an order pf grapefruit.” 

This is Swampeast Missouri’s answer to 
the collapse of an economic system and the 
plight of its refugees.

They are not only inhibited from 
finding independence because they 
expect material conveniences that 
the older pioneers never dreamed of 
requiring. They are inhibited also 
because their life in the great indus- 
trial cities is so artificial that they 
no longer know how to do the 
things that the pioneer must do. 
They’ do not know how to grow 
their food, or to build their homes, 
or to take care of animals, or to 
amuse themselves without the en- 
tertainment provided by the enter- 
tainment industries. 

But above all the pioneer spirit 
is destroyed by the ideal implicit in 
the educational system. The physi- 
cal plant of the schools and colleges 
of America is one of the most im- 
pressive things in the country. 

It is a magnificent monument to 
the American faith in man’s ca- 
pacity to improve himself. But in 
this faith there is, it seems to me, 
a canker which may yet have very 
serious consequences. There is the 
assumption that while everyone 
must have the chance to become 
highly educated, no one who is 
highly educated can or should be 
willing to do ordinary labor.

American education is democratic 
in the sense that it seeks to pro- 
vide for all equal opportunity in 
schools and coleges. But from the 
point of view of the individual 
pupil, American education has 
adopted the aristocratic ideal that 
an educated man must not work 
with his hands, must not work at a 
job which aristocrats have regarded 
as menial. 

Thus we are running, it seems 
to me, into a dangerous contradic- 
tion: we are attempting to educate 
everyone and we are educating 
everyone who is educated out of 
the willingness to do the work that 
uneducated men used to do. 

The system succeeded as long as 
there was an annual supply of im- 
migrant peasants to do the menial 
work that their predecessors had 
risen out of. But now that the coun- 
try has decided, for very good rea- 
sons, to increase its numbers out of 
the birthrate rather than out of im- 
migration, the question arises, and 
will become increasingly urgent, 
whether the schools can continue to 
educate everyone to the notion that 
there are only certain occupations 
open to an educated man.

If they do that, if they fail to con- 
vince their students that after re- 
ceiving an education it is not neces- 
sary to do only white-collar work, 
the great democratic experiment 
based on the American faith in edu- 
cation will become a very dangerous 
experiment indeed. For we shall be 
trying to operate a society without 
classes among a people educated to 
an ideal of life that descends from 
a time when society was sharply 
divided into classes.

NAZI CREED ASSAILED. . 
BY ALVIN S. JOHNSON 


Common Enemy. of Jew and 
Christian, He Says at 
Liberal Forum. 


Alvin 8S. Johnson, professor of 
economics at the Yale University 
Graduate School, addressed an au- 
dience of 200 on “Judaism and 
Christianity Face a Common Ene- 
my” at the Y. M. H. A. Union 
boulevard and Enright avenue, last 
night, concluding the 1938-39 Liber- 
al Forum series. 

The common enemy, he said, is 
totalitarianism, particularly the 
Nazi Government of Germany. 

“All through Germany,’ he said, 
“they are working through the 
children, to take them away from 
any kind of control of the church. 
They are trying to build in youth 
the notion that the state is su- 
perior to any other order, and that 
it is the duty of the citizen to 
take as his own the philosophy ef 
the state. In Germany, that phil- 
osophy will not be the Christian 
religion.” 

In answer to a question he said 

that, before the action of Britain 
in guaranteeing Poland’s independ- 
ence, Germany and Russia were 
heading for an alliance that would 
enable them to rule Europe. Nezgo- 
tiations are not necessarily over, 
he said, and Russia is playing. Ger- 
many against France and Engjand, 
while Germany is playing Russia 
against England and France. 
‘ Prof. Johnson is the director of 
the New School for Social Rey 
search in New York and founder 
of the University In Exile, New 
York, which has on its faculty 23 
refugee professors.

for'Member of National Committee 


From Illinois Since 1936; 
Owner of Art Collection. 


CHICAGO, April 3 (AP).—George 
Franklin Harding, Republican na- 
tional committeeman from [linois, 
died at his home here yesterday. 
He was 70 years old. 

Mr. Harding, financier, and art 
collector, had been in ill health for 
more than seven months. He un- 


tirement last year because of 1ll/derwent an operation for removal of 


the gall bladder last January. 

Long a power in Republican 
politics, he became national com- 
mitteeman in 1936. Previously he 
had been Alderman, State Senator, 
County Treasurer and City Comp- 
troller. 

His business holdings chiefly 
were in loop and South Side real 
estate, part of which was inher- 
ited from his father. 

His art collection, also started 
by his father, was housed in his 
mansion on Lake Park avenue. It 
contained suits of armor, shields, 
swords, lances and other articles 
of knighthood armament. 

A valuation of $5,000,000 has been 
placed on the art collection and 
museum, which included paintings, 
statuary, tapestries, and curious 
treasures. 

Aviation was one of Mr. Hard- 
ing’s interest. After 1931, his plane 
and pilot established speed records 
between several American cities. 
In 1933 he and his party escaped 
injury in a crash near Three Rivers, 
Mich.

HAT low-pressure salesman, 

Elmer Blurt, radio’s husky

Prospective 


Fathers in N. Y. 


Lectures Include Those on 
How to Bathe and Feed 
the Baby.

IMES are changing! The new 

social order is thinking of 

everyone. At last they have 
some propaganda for that lowest 
of human animals, the prospective 
father, 

The Maternity Medical Center, 1 
East Fifty-seventh street, New 
York, is conducting a course, and 
the only reguirement for entrance 
is that the applicant be a prospec- 
tive father. 

They have also issued two pam- 
phiets, “Syllabus—classes for pros- 
pective fathers,” (15 cents), and “A 
Talk for Prospective Fathers,” (10 
cents). 

In the old days everybody made 
the prospective father feel as if he 
were a criminal of the deepest dye; 
all the old ladies, not only long be- 
fore but particularly during the 
event, cast baleful glances at him 
and sometimes even remarked that 
he had ought to be ashamed of him- 
self. Only his wife seemed to feel 
that he was all right. When he had 
been a father six or seven times, of 
course, he got over his inferiority 
complex and stood his ground, but 
the first time he just lay down and 
took it, 


The belief that maternity is the 
concern of the woman folk has cre- 
ated havoc in many homes, At no 
time in her life does a woman more 
need the understanding help of her 
husband. She may not feel well. She 
may be frightened. She may be ex- 
cited, irritable or emotional. She 
may be too casual about her needs, 
What a feeling of security she 
would have if her husband took the 
lead in providing the care that is 
needed to make maternity as com- 
fortable and safe as it can be.
